Tis true, the Politicks of theſe latter 
Ages wear a very different Aſpect from thoſe 


of the Primitive, eſpecially in thoſe Countries 


where Po prevails; and even Religion. 
itſelf, or rather a falſe and furious Zeal diſ- 
guiſed under that beautiful and benevolent 
Form, has been productive of Principles and 
Practices quite abhorrent to the meek Spirit of 
the Goſpel: Witneſs the Aſſaſſinations of 
Henry III. and IV. of France, the firſt by a 
Friar, the latter by a Jeſuit: Witneſs the 
innumerable Conſpiracies of the Jeſuits and 
Friars againſt the Life of Queen Elizabeth 
of England; and indeed the Life of a Prince, 
tho* of their own Profeſſion, is ſcarce ever 


ſafe, if he happens to counteract their ambi- - 


tious Projects, or attempts to bring them 
Within the Bounds of Reaſon and Moderation. 


The late Attempt on the Life of the King 
of Portugal, atrocious and villainous as it was, 
carries ſo many Signatures of the Revenge 
inherent to the Fraternity of Loyola, that they 
will find it very difficult to perſuade the 
World that they had no Hand in it. They 
have indeed endeavour'd to juſtify themſelves 
at Rome, and it's highly probable they will be 
Acquitted in a Court, where the Judges are too 
much intereſted in the Cauſe, to determine 
impartially.

It farther appeared upon the Trial, that the

But about Twelve 
o*'Clock at Noon a Proclamation was publiſh'd, 
ſignifying that the Government of the King- 
dom was veſted in a Regency, prohibiting all 
Converſation about public Affairs. 


Upon this it was generally believed that the 
King was dead, tho* by what Means, or in 
what Manner, was var! reported. Some 
ſaid he had had a Fall in his Palace, whereby 
he had received fo much Hurt as to confine 
him to his Bed. Theſe different Reports pre- 
vaiPd till the King was out of Danger, when 
the Court became lefs cautious, and the Pub- 
lic, being rid of their Fears, reſum' d its uſual 
Chearfulnefs. | | |

But the Conduct of the Court, at this critical 
Juncłure, deſerves an eſpecial Remark. The 
Government ſeemed under no Manner of Con- 


cern to come to the Bottom of this Affair; 


not a Syllable was mention'd about the Con- 


ſpirators, nor any Enquiry whether it was a 


Conſpiracy againſt the King, or a Miſtake of 
ſome Highwaymen that did not know the 
King's Equipage. But tho' ſuch a profound 
Silence reign'd among the Miniſtry, yet it was 
obſerved that a large Body of Troops were 
drawing towards.the Metropolis, and that there 
was à general Change of the Officers of the 
Army.

is, that the Conſpirators themſelves, tho' they

In this ſecret and reſerved Manner Matters 
were carried on for above three Months, that

ſeize the Conſpirators; which was done in 
this Manner: 


The King had for ſome Time appear'd in 
Public, and the People gave many Teſti- 
monials of their Joy in ſeeing him ſo well re- 
cover d. The Englif Factory in particular, 
ſignaliz d their Reſpect for his Majeſty, by 
giving a Ball, to which moſt of the Portugueze 
Nobility were invited, among whom were the 
Duke d Aveiro, his Dutcheſs, and Son.

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Another Kind of Torture is this: There 
is a wooden Bench, which they call the Wooden 


Horſe, made hollow like a Trough, fo as to 
contain a Man lying on his Back at full Length;

Bar laid acroſs, upon which the Back of the 
Perſon is placed, ſo that he lies upon the Bar 
inſtead of being let into the Bottom of the 
Trough, with his Feet much higher than his 
Head.

There is another Kind of Torture, which 
they call the Fire. They order a large Cha- 
fing-diſh, full of lightedCharcoal, to be brought 
in and held cloſe to the Sides of the tortur'd 
Perſon's Feet, greaſed over with Lard, that 
ſo the Heat of the Fire may the more ealily 
pietce through them. 


I could mention ſeveral other Kinds of Tor- 
tures that are inflicted on the poor Creatures 
that are ſo unhappy as to fall into the Hands 
of theſe mercileſs Inquiſitors ; bur I would 
not detain the Reader upon ſo diſagreeable a 
Subject; and what I have here mention'd is 
only to ſhew,' by what Methods, under arbi- 
trary Governmeats, Offenders are compelled to 
accuſe themſelves. For Racks and Tortures, 
are not pecyhiar to the Holy Office, but are, 
made Uſe of by Miniſters of Ciyil, Juſtice, 
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to extort Confeſſions from unhappy Delinquents. 
But to return from this Digreſſion.

The Original of the Differences between the 
King and Nobility of Portugal ; extracted 
from ſome Letters lately publiſhed. 


T HE Kingdom of Portugal was reſcued 
from the Spanierds by the Valour and 
Reſolution of the People, and particularly the 
Nobility, who on the 1ſt of December 1640, 
ſuddenly beſot the Palace, maſter'd the Guard, 
took the Dutcheſs of Mantua, who, was Go- 
verneſs of the Kingdom, Priſoner, murder'd 
Vaſconcellos, wha was her Secretary of State, 
and proclaimed the Duke of Bragenza King 
of Portugal. | 


Twenty-eight Years did they ſuſtain a War 
for the Eſtabliſhment of their Independency, 
with great Fortitude and Valour; which at 
laſt, by the Mediation and under the Guarantee 
of Great Britain, they happily obtained. 


Thus the Duke of Braganza, from a Sub- 
ject, became Jabs IV. of Poringal, raiſed to 
ſovereign Power, and ſeated on the Throne 
which his Great Grandſon at preſent inhetits. 
All Hiſtorians allow he was elected King, and 
preſented with the Crown by his Nobility, 
who, of themſelves, undertook the Revolution 
and accompliſn'd it in Liſbon, while he lay 
inactive at a Country Palace in Alemiejo, the 
Southern frontier Province in Spain. 


While the Enterprize was meditating, it 
was feveral Times debated, whether they ſhould 
eftabhſh a Commonwealth or a Kingdom; and 
when they had determin'd on the latter, it was 
diſputed, whether they ſhould chuſe the Duke 
of Braganza, the Duke of Aueiro, or the 
Marquis of Villa-real, for their Sovereign 
But To Archbiſhop of Liſbon is ſaid to have 
influenced their Determination in Favour of the 
Firſt, principally on account of his ſuperior ' 


Right from Blood, as he was the ſecond in 
Line

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Line, and firſt native Heir, to their antient 
Royal Family; being lineally deſcended from 
a Grand- daughter of King Emanuel, that had 
an elder Siſter married to the Duke of Parma, 
whoſe Iſſue they conſider'd as excluded, be- 
cauſe Foreigners. | 


Thus, though the Right of Blood was un- 
doubtedly in him, the Duke of Hraganza was 
elected to the Throne; nay, was with ſo much 
Difficulty - perſuaded to hazard his Life and 
great Eſtate by accepting it, that the venturing 
to do it, at laſt, is ſaid to be owing to the 
earneſt Perſuaſions of his Dutcheſs, a Spaxiſh 
Lady, who was Siſter to the Duke of Medina- 
Stdonia ; certain it is that the Revolution was 


firſt planned by the Nobility, without his Par- 


ticipation; and was afterwards executed with- 
out his Aſſiſtance. It cannot, therefore, be 
ſuppoſed, that the Adventurers in this Enter- 
prize had no Object in View for their own Ad- 
vantage. They had a juſt and honourable one ; 


namely, the Re-eſtabliſhment of their antient 


Conſtitution along with the reſtoring the Inde- 
pendency of their Country. 


All this became happily accompliſhed : For 
with the Elevation of the Houſe of Braganza 
to the Throne, their national Cortes, or aſ- 
ſemblings of the States were reſtored. Theſe 
Eſtates conſiſted of the three Orders of the 
People, Nobility, Clergy, and Commonalty; 
the latter being repreſented, as with us, by 
Deputies from the principal Cities and Towns 
of the Kingdom. They did not indeed enact 
Laws, but they adviſed them. They levied 
Taxes, however, for the Support of Govern- 


ment, and took Cognizance of, and deliberated: 
upon, many other Matters of high Impor- 


tance. But of theſe, and many other valuable 


Privileges, they have been totally deprived in 


the laſt and preſent Reign, 
Nor was the Reſtoration of Portugal the 


laſt Revolution which has happen'd in that 


Kingdom: Jobn IV left two Sons, boh Mi- 
pers at his Death, Afonſo and Peter, The 
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firſt ſucceeded him, under the Rege 
Mother till he came of Age.

Ia 
the full Indulgence of theſe Vanities, therefore, 
they were ever ready to concur in all Meaſures

In fine, the lower Orders of the People be- 
came gradually ſubjected; and for a while the 
Nobility were admitted to a Share in the ty- 
rannizing over them. But this Indulgence had 
but a very limitted Duration. They were only 
ſuffer d to make themſelves hated by the Peo- 
ple, in order to deprive them of their Aſſiſt- 
ance when an Opportunity ſhould offer for 
their own Subjugation. This their readily in- 
dulged Licentiouſneſs furniſhed a too ſpeedy a 
Pretence for doing: The Crown made ſure of 
the Judges and other Adminiſtrators of Juſtice ; 
and it was for an Inſult in the Exerciſe of ju- 
dicial Authority that the Blow at laſt was 
ſtruck. In ſhort ; for ſome of the Nobility's 
beating an under Officer of Juſtice in the Diſ- 
charge of his Duty, and for others preſuming 
to vindicate their doing of it, Fobn order'd a- 
bove thirty of them to be ſeized at once; and 
after an ignominious Confinement for many 
Months, baniſhed them, under ſevere Re- 
ſtraints, to the remote Parts of the Kingdom, 
conſtraining them from any Intercourſe or 
Correſpondence with one another; and then 
faid openly to thoſe of the Order that remained 
about him, * My Grandfather feared ye, and 
my Father loved ye; but I neither love ye,

theſe Proceedings, that the Jeſuits have 
been the chief Adviſers and Fomenters of this 
Conſpiracy againſt the King of Portugal, I am 
apt to think, that a general Review of their 
Character and Conduct from their firſt Inſtitu- 
tion to within a few Years of the preſent Time, 
will not be diſagreeable to a Proteſtant Reader;

A it appears thro* the whole Courſe of 


Jenatius Loyola, a Spaniſh Gentleman, was 
the Founder of the Society of Jeſus, now 
call'd Jeſuits. He obtain'd an Approbation 
of his Order by two Bulls from Pope Paul III. 
one dated in 1540, and the other in 154 3. As 
ſoon as the Society was approved by the Pope, 
they began to ſpread over all the Kingdoms — 
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the Earth, into which Enatius ſent his Fellow- 
Labourers, while he fix'd his own. Refidence 
at Rome, from whence he govern'd his whole 
Order. It is aſtoniſhing how the Jeſuits mul- 
liplied in a ſhort Space of Time. In the Year 
1556, at the Death of Ignatius, they had 
twelve great Provinces ; ſo they call their dif- 
ferent Diſtricts. In 1608, Raladeneira reckons 
tw:nty-nine Provinces, and two Vice- Provinces. 
Thoſe Provinces were diſperſed up and down 
over all the Kingdoms of Europe; in Afia 
Irom the Mediterranean to the Extremities of 
China, in North and South America. Even 
Africa was not free from them; for they for- 
' metly had Footing in /Z1hiopia. 


In 1553 (that is to fay ſeven Years after 
hex Inſtitution) they obtain'd Letters from 
Henry II of France, by Means of the Cardinal 
of Lorain, to be received in that Kingdom, 
With Liberty to teach in Paris, but not elſe- 
where. Four or five Years after, they pre- 
ſented thoſe Letters of Admiſſion to the Par- 
liament of Paris, who from the very Begin- 
Ding had no better Opinion of thoſe Spaniſh 
Miſſionaries than they have-at-prefent, The 


| Parlament order'd thoſe Letters to be com- 


i municated to M. de Bellay, Biſhop of Paris, 
and alſo to the Faculty of Divinity. Upon 
| this Occaſion, the Univetliry publiſh*d that 
| famous Decree, which may well be call'd a 
| Sort of Prophecy, and which we now ſte com- 
| plerely fulfill'd. In that Decree the Zeſuits are 
| declared to be dangerous in Matters of Faith;

meddled with the Affairs of the State; and, 
made uſe of the Spies and Miniſters of Spain 
for that Purpoſe, as has been notorious to all 
the World; that the Order of Council not ha- 
ving been follow d, nor even the Pleadings on 
both Sides withdrawn, it had no Manner of 
Effect. They therefore pray'd the Parliament 
to drive this Set not only out of the Univer- 
ſity, but out of the whole Kingdom of France, 
and requeſted the Concurtence of the Procura- 
tor General, 


The Petition was anſwer'd, and the Jeſurts 
were immediately ſummon' d. The Cures of 
Paris join'd the Univerſity, and were receiv'd 
Plaintiffs againſt the Society. They complain'd' 
that the Jeſuits had invaded their Functions, 
and diſturbed all the Eccleſiaſtical Hierarchy. 
They choſe Lewis Dole for their Advocate. 
Claudius Duret was Advocate for the Jeſuits, 
and M. Anthony Arnauld pleaded for the Uni- 
verſity. While this Affair was depending, 
Jean Chaſtel, a Scholar in the above-mention'd 
College of Clermont, ſtabb'd Henry the Great 
with a Knife, on the 27th of Detember, 15943 
whereupon the Parliament condemned Cbaſtel 
to be executed as a Traitor and a Parricide 
and all the Jeſuits, of what Degree ſoever, as 
Corrupters of Youth, as Diſturbers of the 
public Peace, and as Enemies to the King and 
and Kingdom, to quit Paris, and the reſpec- 
tive Places of their Abode in three Days, and 
France entirely in fifteen, Their Goods and 
Effects. moveable and immoveable, to be con- 
fiſcated and diſpoſed of in charitable Uſes, ac- 
cording as the Parliament ſhould direct, and if 
any of the Jeſuits ſhould preſume to ſtay after 
the Time limited for their Removal, they were 
to be puniſh'd as Traytors. This Arret was 
dated the 2gth of December, 15943 and fol- 
low'd by others of the ſame Nature, the 2 iſt 
of Auguſt, the 16th of October, 1597, the 
18th of Auguſt, 1598, and allo by an Arret 
of the Privy Council in 1587, notwithſtanding 
the ſtrenuous Sollicitations of the Court of 
Rome by the Cardinals Ofſat and Perron. But
